At  this  time  the  East  Alstead  Company  of  the  Alstead  Fire 
Department  would  like  to  thank  all  the  voters  of  Alstead  and  all 
other    contributors  who  have  helped  make  the  department  a  reality. 

In  1961  we  purchased  a  750  gallon  Maxim  Pumper  fire  truck. 
We  worked  three  weekends  building  a  500  gallon  tank;  then  fitted  it 
to   the   truck,    making  this   truck  a  combination  tanker -pumper. 

In  1961  also,  a  piece  of  land  was  donated  to  the  company,  and 
we  broke  ground  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  construction  of  the  fire 
station.  This  required  a  considerable  amount  of  money  for  which 
we  had  to  take  time  out  to  raise.  It  also  required  many  hours  of 
donated  free  labor  to  build  this  fire  station,  which  you  have  seen  on 
the  cover. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Fire  Company,  January  1964, 
our  report  showed  that  we  had  raised  the  total  of  $4,019.05.  With 
this  money  we  have  purchased  the  following  equipment: 

1.  The  fire  truck. 

2.  A  20  X  30  ft.  one-story  fire  station  complete. 

3.  A  two-way  radio  for  communications,  mounted  in  the  fire 
truck. 

4.  One  16  ft.  aluminum  roof  ladder. 

5.  Bought    the    steel    and  built  the   500   gallon   booster  tank. 

6.  Monitor  radios  for  firemens'  homes,  on  the  fire  frequency, 

7.  One  oxygen-inhalator-rescusitator,  with  oxygen  supply  for 
45-60  minutes 

8.  One  12  ft.  pike  pole. 

9.  Our  two-way  radio  base  station  transmitter,  with  the  tone 
control  installed,  which  actuates  the  siren  automatically 
by   radio    signal    from   the    Fire  Control  Center  in  Keene. 

10.  Automatically  operated  gas  furnace  installed  in  the  Fire 
Station. 

11.  We  installed  a  fire  alarm  box  on  the  front  of  the  fire  sta- 
tion, which  sets  off  the  siren,  for  public  use  in  an  emer- 
gency; also  a  bell  alarm  in  the  Fuller  Machine  Co.,  Inc. 
building,  which  is  actuated  from  this  same  alarm  box  si- 
multaneously. 

12.  With  cooperation  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director,  a  5000  watt 
generator  was  installed  and  hooked  up  for  auxiliary  power 
to  operate  our  heating  system,  lights  and  our  base  station 
radio  communications  system  during  power  failures  or  any 
other  tjqje  of  a  major  disaster. 

13.  Lanterns,  spot  lights,  coats,  boots  and  many  other  items  too 
numerous  to  mention  were  donated  by  interested  people 
and  other  Fire  Departments. 

All  of  this  now  belongs  to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Alstead 
as  part  of  the  Alstead  Fire  Dept.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  to 
add   new   equipment   to   the  Fire  Dept.  throughout  this  coming  year. 

Again,  we  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  you  who  have 
made  this  possible.

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  a  discount  of  2% 
on  real  estate  taxes  paid  prior  to  October  1  next. 

33.  To  see  if  theTown  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3000.00 
towards   the    long   term   note    on   the    Channel  Project  on  Route  123. 

34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $100.00 
to  pay  for  damage  by  dogs. 

35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  and  adopt  the  following 
by-laws  and  regulations: 

"Any  dog  or  dogs  owned  or  kept  in  the  Town  of  Alstead 
shall  at  all  times  when  within  the  limits  of  said  town  and  not  upon  or 
within  the  premises  or  property  of  its  owner  or  keeper  be  restrain- 
ed from  running  at  large.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  foiind  in 
violation  of  this  by-law  shall,  for  each  violation  thereof,  forfeit  ten 
dollars  to  the  town  and  said  penalty  may  be  recovered  on  complaint 
before  a  municipal  court."

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  following  projects  authorized  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  have 
been  carried  out. 

A  new  GMC  dump  truck  was  purchased  for  the  highway  depart- 
ment. As  this  was  not  done  until  late  in  the  summer,  it  was  not  neces- 
sary to  borrow  any  money  for  the  project  and  a  1964  model  truck  was 
obtained.  We  were  fortunate  in  receiving  nine  bids,  the  lowest  being 
$3763.00  which  was  $237.00  under  the  appropriation. 

The  Town  Clock  was  rebuilt  and  electrified  at  a  cost  of  $1225. 
with  funds  from  the  Arch  Pond  project.  This  is  a  noticeable  improve- 
ment. 

The  Skating  Rink  on  Milot  Green  has  been  a  source  of  a  great 
deal  of  enjoyment  to  the  young  people  this  winter.  The  fire  depart- 
ment deserve  credit  for  maintaining  the  rink  in  such  good  condition. 
Last  summer  the  rink  was  enlarged  to  about  twice  its  former  dimen- 
sions. 

It  is  hopedthat  more  projects  such  as  the  above  can  be  carried  out 
on  Milot  Green.  In  this  way  Milot  Green  can  be  made  much  more  use- 
ful, especially  to  the  youngsters  and  without  a  great  deal  of  expense. 

Five  of  the  street  lights  in  the  village  were  replaced  with  six 
new  tj^ie  including  the  one  at  the  Vilas  High  School.  These  new 
lights  are  less  expensive  and  we  believe  the  relocation  of  the  lights 
has  resulted  in  improved  lighting.  In  addition,  the  old  light  formerly 
at  the  high  school  has  been  installed  on  lower  River  Street.  More 
lighting   in   this    area   probably    should   be    considered  in  the  future. 

The  debt  on  the  Channel  Project  on  Route  123  was  reduced  by 
$3000.00  as  authorized  at  the  last  Town  Meeting.  A  balance  of 
$8,313.14  remains  to  be  paid.  $3000.00  is  being  requested  to  fur- 
ther reduce  the  debt  this  year. 

The  Alstead  Bi-Centennial  was  observed  August  2,  3  and  4,  1963. 
Many  people  put  a  lot  of  time  and  work  into  this  project  and  we  feel 
the  people  of  Alstead  can  be  proud  of  the  results.  Unfortunately,  the 
income  from  various  sources  was  not  sufficient  to  cover  all  expenses. 
As  this  was  an  authorized  Town  function,  additional  expenses  in  the 
amount  of  $757.55  above  the  appropriations,  was  paid  from  town  funds. 
Any  funds  realized  from  the  future  sale  of  Bi-Centennial  Books  and 
plates  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.

VILAS  FREE-BED 

Six  residents  of  Alstead  received  benefits  totalling  $669.39  from  the 
Vilas  Free  Bed  Fund  at  the  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital  in  Hanover,  N.H. 
during  the  year.  This  fund  is  supervised  by  the  Selectmen  and  as  is 
generally  known  is  available  to  all  residents  in  limited  amounts  when 
confined  at  the  above  institution. 

VILAS  POOL 

Vilas  Pool  was  open  from  Memorial  Day  through  Labor  Day  with  Mr. 

and  Mrs.  Edwin  Pratt  supervising  the  operation. 

Normal  maintenance  work  was  carried  out,  however,  no  major  reno- 
vation projects  were  conducted  this  year.  Income  exceeded  expenses 
by  $443.84.  If  normal  expenses  can  be  held  to  the  approximate  level 
of  this  year  during  the  next  season  funds  should  be  available  for  more 
improvements. 

Leakage  of  water  aroiind  the  gate  in  the  dam  is  a  constant  problem. 
This  was  further  aggravated  this  year  by  the  extremely  low  water  level 
caused  by  lack  of  rain. 

The  tax  rate  increased  again  this  year  by  $.34  per  hundred.  This  re- 
flects increased  appropriations  in  both  Town  Meeting  and  School 
District  Meeting.  Continued  increases  in  appropriations  will  continue 
to  elevate  the  tax  rate. 

The  help  and  cooperation  of  all  is  appreciated.

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REPORT    OF    THE    FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The  continued 
drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential 
threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests, 
homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  com- 
mon threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by 
active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights  for 
the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  co- 
operation ever  experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state 
fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the 
losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire 
service   expresses   its   heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire  years. 
It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  apart  of  our  public  conscience — 
a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our 
fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within 
the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late  in  the  afternoon 
when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire 
and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  -  its  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a 
year    round    habit   regardless   of  the    safety   of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and  not 
make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hampshire 
Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

This  past  year  the  Duncan  money  was  spent  on  Cobin'sRoad. 
Walls  were  bulldozed  off;  road  widened;  new  culverts  laid  and 
graveled,  which  makes  for  much  better  snow  plowing. 

The  Edwards  Road  was  blacktopped  and  completed  with  T.R.A. 
money. 

Tar   was    carried  out  on  a  stretch  of  Slade  Hill;  also  Herman 
Craigs,   Hill   Road,   Rhoades   District,    Library  Ave.,    Pleasant  St., 
other  short  stretches. 

Gravel  was  applied  on  John  Smith's  Road  to  Simons,  from  Herman 
Craig's  to  Robert  Putnam's;  stretches  on  Griffith's,  Abild's,  Pratt's, 
Southwood's,  Cemetery  and  Ely's  Roads. 

There  was  bulldozing  done  and  gravel  applied  on  Miss  Sullivan's 
Road  to  make  it  possible  to  plow  snow. 

New  culverts  were  placed  on  Pleasant  St.,  Lakin's  Hill,  Sulli- 
van's, Southwood's,  Abild's,  Cobin's,  Ely's,  Howard's  and  Lawrence's 
Roads. 

Bridges  were  repaired  on  Pratt's  Rd.,  Southwood's,  Eatcheld- 
er's,    Cooper   Hill,   Heman   Chase's   Rd.   and  Rhoades  Dist.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALSTEAD,  N.  H.  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Alstead  Planning  Board  for  the  year  1963-1964  consisted 
of  Paul  F.  Marx,  Chairman,  Marie  Radcliffe,  Secy.,  Fred  Sterns  and 
Bernice  McPherson. 

During  the  spring  the  subject  of  zoning  and/or  a  building  code 
were  studied.  Three  of  the  members  attended  a  seminar  in  Keene 
conducted  by  the  State  Dept.  of  Rural  Area  Development  where  the 
numerous   problems    of   zoning   and   building  codes  were  discussed. 

The  situation  relative  to  the  lack  of  sidewalks  on  Mechanic 
Street  was  taken  under  consideration,  especially  as  it  involved  child- 
ren during  the  school  year.  Because  of  the  study  relative  to  a  Con- 
solidated School  District  it  was  determined  to  place  the  matter  under 
advisement  until  it  could  be  determined  what  school  buildings  would  be 
used  in  the  event  of  a  Consolidated  School  District. 

During  the  summer  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  along 
with  many  other  citizens  became  completely  occupied  in  the  organi- 
zation and  conduct  of  the  successful  Alstead  Bi-Centennial  celebration. 

In  the  fall  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  became  involved 
in  the  detailed  aspects  of  the  School  Consolidation,  comprising  the 
towns  of  Acworth,  Alstead,  Charlestown,  Langdon  and  Walpole.  It  was 
soon  determined  that  the  school  project  would  entail  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  work.  In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  educational  problems 
at  hand  and  the  assured  benefits  to  the  town  of  Alstead  to  be  derived 
from  a  Consolidated  School  District,  including  a  Central  High  School, 
the  Planning  Board  members  determined  to  devote  their  efforts  to  the 
problems  of  the  consolidated  school. 

All  four  members  of  the  Planning  Board  served  on  various  com- 
mittees formed  by  citizens  of  the  five  towns  to  study  the  problems  in 
depth.  The  South  Western  Regional  School  Study  accomplished  a  great 
deal  and  were  able  to  present  the  legally  constituted  five  town  Cooper- 
ative School  Planning  Board  created  by  the  requirements  of  R.S.A. 
195:11,  extremely  valuable  information. 

Not  to  downgrade  the  all  important  fact  of  the  great  educational 
values  inherent  in  a  consolidated  school,  the  Planning  Board  wishes 
to  point  out  that  dollar  for  dollar  the  town  would  realize  much  more 
from  consolidation  than  continuing  as  at  present. 

Not  only  would  consolidation  be  of  maximum  benefit  to  our  young 
citizens  but  it  must  be  realized  that  adult  citizens  would  benefit  in  the 
future  thru  the  use  of  the  consolidated  schools'  buildings,  equipment 
and  educational  staff  for  their  own  educational  use.    Once  the  system 
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becomes    activated   there    obviously   will    be  many  opportunities  for 
adults  to  participate  in  evening  projects  to  their  liking. 

The  opportunity  for  expansion  and  development  of  the  town  cer- 
tainly will  be  enhanced.  With  the  completion  of  the  new  Route  91  across 
the  Connecticut  River  and  the  improvement  and  development  of  our 
Route  12  thru  Walpole,  it  certainly  means  more  people  coming  into  the 
general  area.  Parents  with  children  moving  into  the  area  either  thru 
choice  or  job  requirements,  place  first  and  foremost  the  educational 
facilities  of  a  town  in  determining  where  to  settle.  If  Alstead  had  a 
good  educational  system  to  offer  at  a  reasonable  price,  plus  its  other 
advantages,  we  have  more  than  half  the  battle  won. 

Further,  stop  and  think  that  both  Bellows  Falls  and  Springfield, 
Vermont  because  of  their  extremely  unusual  hilly  terrain,  just  do  not 
offer  the  choice  home  building  opportunities  we  can  offer.  This  factor, 
coupled  with  a  first  class  educational  system,  is  bound  to  benefit 
Alstead.  Increased  residential  and  business  building  will  obviously 
increase  the  taxing  base  and  spread  the  cost  of  town  expense  to  the 
benefit  of  all. 

The  Planning  Board  strongly  urges  all  citizens  to  give  diligent 
study  to  the  benefits  of  a  Consolidated  School  System,  not  only  from  the 
educational  angle,  but  from  the  other  numerous  advantages  to  the 
town.  It  is  because  of  the  importance  and  value  of  this  project  that 
the  Planning  has  devoted  this  year's  chief  efforts  towards  its  hoped 
for  successful  culmination. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  as  a  project  of  prime  im- 
portance for  the  coming  year,  the  situation  at  Vilas  Pool  be  investi- 
gated thoroughly.  There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  done  to  bring  Vilas  Pool 
back  to  top  condition  and  also  to  determine  how  to  keep  it  up  by  means 
of  increased  revenue  for  its  support.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS

increased  by  $350.80,  from  $2,297.28  to  $2,648.08,  during  the  year  of 
1963.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 


The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  andpayrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  verified.  Bookbalances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  deposi- 
tory banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 
The  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this 
report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated 
by  the  return  of  verification  notices.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Al stead: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report,  January  15,  1963  -  January 
15,  1964  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

About  fifteen  years  ago  the  school  districts  of  Alstead,  Charles- 
town  and  Walpole  considered  consolidation  and  rejected  the  idea.  Now, 
fifteen  years  later,  there  is  another  chance  to  unite  to  provide  a  better 
educational  opportunity  for  your  children.  Don't  allow  this  second 
chance  to  escape.  If  you  do,  it  can  well  be  another  two  generations  of 
children  who  will  be  denied  the  better  education  that  can  be  economi- 
cally provided  by  consolidation. 

Leading  educators  advise  consolidation  to  form  larger,  more 
effective  administrative  and  education  units.  The  State  Legislature 
has  recognized  the  need  for  consolidation  and  is  willing  to  pay  more 
of  the  cost  as  a  means  of  encouraging  small  school  districts  to  form 
a  single  larger  school  district.  The  N.  H.  Interim  Commission  on 
Education  strongly  recommends  larger  more  efficient  education  units; 
in  fact,  this  commission  specifically  suggests  that  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  Acworth,  Alstead,  Charlestown,  Langdon  and  Walpole  now 
studying  consolidation,  unite  to  form  a  consolidated  unit. 

Twenty  New  Hampshire  districts  combined  to  form  three  co- 
operative districts  in  the  1962-1963  school  year.  These  communities 
were  facing  the  same  problems  that  arefacingus  in  Acworth,  Alstead, 
Charlestown,  Langdon  and  Walpole,  and  are  facing  fourteen  other 
school    districts    also   planning   to   form   cooperatives   this    year. 

Specifically  the  school  districts  are  having  difficulty  in  provid- 
ing adequate  educational  facilities  that  would  keep  them  on  a  par  with 
present-day  standards. 

Your  school  district  is  one  of  five  districts  considering  the  ad- 
vantages of  joining  to  form  a  cooperative  school  district.  Several 
committees  worked  for  nearly  a  year  under  the  specifications  of  the 
old  cooperative  school  law.  Then  at  a  school  district  meeting  held  on 
October  19,  1963  three  qualified  voters  were  elected  to  form  a  co- 
operative planning  committee  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the 
new  law  voted  by  the  1963  legislature.  Paul  F.  Marx,  Wesley  Nies  and 
Kenneth  Potter  were  elected  to  form  this  committee.  These  citizens 
have  been  your  representatives  on  the  Cooperative  Planning  Committee 
composed  of  three  members  from  each  of  the  school  districts  of 
Acworth,  Alstead,  Charlestown,  Langdon  and  Walpole  and  have  been 
meeting  once  a  week  since  the  organization  meeting  held  October  30, 
1963.  In  addition  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  Planning  Committee, 
planning   committee    members    meet  with  the  Curriculum,  Building, 
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Transportation,  Publicity  and  Finance  Committees.  All  of  these 
citizens  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  the  large  amount  of  time 
and    effort    they    have    given   to    serve   their    various  communities. 

Some  of  the  advantages  of  forming  a  cooperative  school  dis- 
trict are: 

1.  Continuity    and    integration    of    the    educational   program. 

2.  Larger  tmits  allow  economical  provision  for  both  rapid  and 
slow  learners,  and  provide  the  means  for  specialization  of  services. 

3.  Provide  a  balanced  and  adequate  curriculum. 

4.  Provide  more  effectively  for  the  educational  needs  of  all  the 
pupils  ranging  from  those  who  are  planning  college  and  those  who  are 
finishing    their    education    v^en    they    graduate    from   high    school. 

5.  Receive  more  state  aid. 

6.  Better  teachers  and  improved  teacher  retention. 

7.  Provide  expanded  educational  opportunity,  adult  education 
and  summer  school  programs. 

8.  Tend  to  reduce  drop-outs. 

9.  Better   provision   for    individual  differences  and  interests. 
10.     Improved    ability   to   keep    abreast   of   educational    trends. 

Last  year  my  annual  report  indicated  that  we  were  very  near  the 
limit  of  effective  education  because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  building 
facilities.  The  situation  has  not  improved.  We  need  three  additional 
elementary  classrooms.  AtVilas  High  School,  we  need  two  commercial 
rooms,  a  science  room,  an  art  room,  music  room,  a  more  adequate 
gymnasium,  and  a  larger  cafeteria  plus  the  equipment  to  make  an  ef- 
ficient educational  program. 

The  furnaces  are  thirtyyears  old  and  probably  should  be  replaced 
by  a  modern  efficient  heating  plant.  Our  lighting  is  inadequate  as  is 
pointed  out  in  the  yearly  inspection  of  the  buildings  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Welfare. 

The  estimated  cost  of  these  necessary  improvements  is  well 
over    $350,000.00    plus    the    cost    of    the    additional   teaching  staff. 

If  Alstead  continues  alone,  it  gets  30%  help.  If  Alstead  joins 
a  cooperative,  it  gets  55%  help  plus  the  very  good  chance  of  increased 
foundation  aid  because  it  is  a  member  of  a  cooperative  district.  Join- 
ing a  cooperative  is  a  so\md  investment  both  educationally  and  finan- 
cially. 

In  1961-62,  the  average  expenditure  per  pupil  for  current  expense 
purposes  in  the  public  high  schools  having  an  enrollment  of  less  than 
100  was  $165.18  higher  than  the  corresponding  average  for  high  schools 
which  had  an  enrollment  of  more  than  300  pupils. 
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The  idea  of  consolidation  is  nearly  the  same  problem  that  faced 
communities  about  twenty  years  ago  when  they  decided  to  close  their 
small  one  and  two-room  schools  and  bring  their  children  in  to  a  cen- 
tralized community  school.  However,  I  believe  that  the  same  people 
who  objected  to  closing  the  one  and  two-room  schools  of  yesteryear 
would  be  against  going  back  to  that  kind  of  education.  Business  needs 
to  grow  and  to  keep  abreast  of  its  competition.  Education  faces  the 
same  challenge.  It  must  keep  abreast  of  the  trends  and  improvements 
in  education  or  fail  to  prepare  the  youth  of  today  for  the  challenges 
of  life  in  a  society  that  is  becoming  more  and  more  complex. 

Increasing  enrollment  in  the  elementary  school  has  been  a  prob- 
lem for  several  years.  Grades  have  been  split  and  joined  with  other 
grades  and  teacher  aids  have  been  employed  to  assist  teachers  so  that 
teachers  could  spend  their  time  teaching.  These  are  make-shift 
remedies.  The  real  answer  is  providing  additional  rooms  and  have 
teachers  teach  single  grades  or  homogeneous  groups. 

This  year's  estimated  enrollment  for  Grade  V  was  26  and  for 
Grade  VI  was  12,  making  a  combined  enrollment  of  thirty-eight  pupils 
in  one  of  our  classrooms.  By  December  1st,  the  enrollment  in  this 
room  had  increased  to  fifty.  It  was  necessary  to  hire  another  teacher 
and  put  Grade  VI  pupils  in  the  music  room  at  the  high  school.  Music 
is  now  in  competition  for  use  of  the  gymnasium  with  physical  education 
classes  and  many  of  the  smaller  groups  crowd  into  the  nurse's  office 
when    this    facility    is    not    in    use   by  the  exceptional  pupil  group. 

The  Alstead  teachers  took  part  in  a  three-day  Supervisory  Union 
#60  Workshop  previous  to  the  opening  of  school  last  fall.  The  teachers 
studied  ways  and  means  of  giving  more  and  better  information  to  the 
public  about  what  is  being  done  in  your  schools. 

The  anticipated  end  of  the  year  balance  as  given  at  the  annual 
meeting  was  $5,000.  The  actual  amount  was  $5,688.42;  the  increase  in 
balance  was  utilized  to  reduce  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  as  was  the 
increase  in  state  foundation  aid  from  an  anticipated  $3,224  to  $7,878.92. 
The  final  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  this  school  year  is 
$83,193.66,  compared  to  the  original  amount  of  $88,537.00,  a  reduction 
of  over  $5,000. 

A  request  for  a  deficit  appropriation  is  included  in  the  Warrant. 
One  of  the  reasons  is  that  we  are  not  receiving  as  much  tuition  as  anti- 
cipated, and  in  addition  there  have  been  several  expenditures  that  were 
in  the  emergency  category.  It  was  necessary  to  hire  an  additional 
teacher  on  December  9,  1963,  the  artesian  well  had  to  be  repaired,  and 
the  septic  tank  was  cleaned.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Alstead  School  District  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1963,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  vote  of  the  District.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed 
are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records    of    the    School    Board   and   the    School    District  Treasurer. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:     (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1962  and  June  30, 
1963,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net 
Debt  increased  by  $1,187.01  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1963. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition;    (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School 
District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Esti- 
mated and  Actual  Revenues:    (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1963,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget 
Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $2,012.63,  plus  a  net  un-

As  indicated  therein,  as  of  June  30, 
1963,  the  School  District  had  received  from  the  Town  the  total  amount 
of  the  1962-63  School  Tax  less  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  1961-62 
of  $2,500.00  and  an  advance  on  the  1962-63  School  Tax  in  the  amount 
of  $479.04,  which  were  received  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1962, 
plus  an  advance  on  the  1963-64  School  Tax  of  $2,979.04.  This  amount 
is  shown  as  a  liability  account  in  the  Balance  Sheet  of  June  30,  1963, 
(Exhibit  A).

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Mrs.  Davida  Ryan  is  our  part-time  Librarian  and  English  teach- 
er, and  Larry  Twitchell  has  part-time  for  Guidance.  These  areas  were 
necessary  to  meet  the  comprehensive  requirements.  In  the  near  future 
these  areas  must  have  full-time  teachers. 

Our  French  courses  are  in  sequence  and  are  offered  for  the 
sophomore,  junior  and  senior  years. 

The  necessity  of  moving  the  sixth  grade  into  the  high  school 
music  room  caused  difficulties  in  otir  Music  and  Physical  Education 
departments. 

Judy  Rajala  was  our  representative  at  the  Legion  Auxiliary 
Girls'    State  and  Richard  Westcott  at  the  Legion  Boys'  State. 

Kristen  Aho,  Linda  Bascom,  Robert  Nichols  and  Jonathan  Rein- 
hardt  won  the  scholarship  awards  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ivan  Head. 

Kristen  Aho  was  our  Good  Citizenship  girl  and  was  sponsored  by 
the  Abigail  Stearns  Chapter  of  Walpole. 

Members  of  our  National  Honor  Society  were  Jonathan  Rein- 
hardt,  Robert  Nichols,  Martha  Fletcher,  Patricia  Henry,  Richard 
Holmes,  Joseph  Kohler,  Ralph  Renzelman,  Steven  Timpano  and  Richard 
Westcott. 

Vilas  won  the  competition  plays  with  Walpole  and  Charlestown. 
This  was  the  eighth  victory  for  the  Vilas  thespians  since  this  activity 
was  initiated  in  1948. 

Martha  Fletcher  represented  Vilas  in  the  oratorical  district 
competition. 

ENGLISH 

In  all  English  classes,  we  have  tried  to  combine  the  basic  needs 
of  the  students  to  write  and  speak  correctly,  and  to  enjoy  the  writings 
of  the  present  as  well  as  the  past. 

The  study  of  grammar,  punctuation,  and  spelling  is  incorpor- 
ated into  the  daily  work.  Ability  to  think  independently,  to  speak 
before  a  group,  and  to  listen  and  evaluate  has  been  combined  in  the 
general  study. 

The  Reading  Improvement  Course  has  been  incorporated  into  the 
English  classes.     We  are  using  the  "Reading  Laboratory"  issued  by 
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Science  Research  Associates.  This  is  anaidto  students  and  teachers, 
since  it  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  start  at  his  level  of  ability 
and  advance  as  rapidly  as  he  is  able. 

There  has  been  an  emphasis  on  composition,  since  this  is  a  skill 
critics  feel  has  been  neglected  in  the  past.  In  connection  with  writing 
skills,  we  are  offering  a  half-year  of  Creative  Writing. 

A  half-year  course  in  Public-Speaking  is  also  being  given  this 
year.  The  emphasis  is  ondevelopingpoise,  clear  diction,  and  organiz- 
ing material.    The  course  is  built  around  life-like  situations. 

The  literature  offered  -  prose,  poetry,  drama,  classics,  and 
current  writings  -  is  of  such  diversity  that  each  student  finds  an 
area  of  interest  and  enjoyment. 

FRENCH 

We  are  now  offering  French  I,  II,  and  in  to  the  tenth,  eleventh, 
and  twelfth  grade  students.  This  sequential  offering  of  French  en- 
ables the  students  to  be  in  contact  with  the  language  without  any  break. 
Also  the  college-bound  students  have  French  in  their  senior  year  and 
will  be  better  able  to  handle  college  entrance  requirements. 

We  have  profited  from  the  use  of  tapes.  This  has  given  us  an 
opportunity  to  listen,  understand,  and  imitate  a  variety  of  native 
speakers.  We  are  fortunate  in  the  number  and  excellence  of  our 
tapes  and  recording  equipment. 

The  grammar  and  composition  taught  is  basic  and  practical 
for    comprehension    in    understanding   spoken    and   written    French. 

Some  beginnings  have  been  made  in  an  appreciation  of  French 
music  and  art  with  the  view  of  an  understanding  of  the  culture  of 
the  French  people. 

LIBRARY  SCIENCE 

In  this  course  we  attempt  to  give  the  students  a  basic  working 
knowledge  of  the  library. 

By  developing  an  understanding  of  the  system  of  classifying 
books,  the  function  of  the  card  catalog,  and  the  uses  of  reference 
books  and  magazine  indexes,  it  is  hoped  that  students  will  be  enabled 
to  make  practical  use  of  these  in  their  school  work. 

The  library  is,  however,  handicapped  by  outdated  reference 
books  and  limited  titles  in  practically  all  areas,  especially  fiction, 
science,  and  biography. 

59 


Some  improvement  has  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  that  new  books 
will  continue  to  be  added  in  order  to  make  the  library  more  useful  to 
the  students. 

EARTH  SCIENCE 

Earth  Science  is  offered  to  college  preparatory  students  in 
the  9th  grade  and  to  those  upper  classmen  desiring  another  year 
of  science.  The  course  consists  of  the  study  of  the  formation  of 
the  earth  and  solar  system,  the  geologic  history,  composition, 
structural  geology,  physiography,  climates  and  meteorology.  The 
construction  and  interpretation  of  contour  maps  and  their  relation- 
ship to  topography  and  physiography.  A  brief  geology  of  New  Hamp- 
shire is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  our  state  more  fully  than  pre- 
viously. 

GENERAL  SCIENCE 

General  Science  is  offered  to  non-college  preparatory  students 
as  an  introductory  course  and  a  basic  understanding  of  the  phenomena 
that  are  going  on  around  them.  It  covers  an  introduction  to  the  physical 
and  biological  science  to  give  the  students  an  understanding  and  interest 
of    these    fields    so    they    might    continue   their    science  education. 

PHYSICS 

Physics  is  offered  to  college  preparatory  students  in  the  twelfth 
grade  to  introduce  them  to  the  field  of  Physics  in  preparation  for  the 
study  of  the  science  on  a  college  level. 

The  course  includes  the  mechanics  of  solids,  forces  in  liquids 
and  gases,  motion,  heat,  sound,  electricity,  magnetism,  light  and 
atomic  energy. 

This  year  with  a  large  class  and  in  most  cases  one  set  of  equip- 
ment, many  of  the  experiments  are  performed  by  a  student  team  as  a 
demonstration.  It  is  planned  that  a  minimum  of  thirty  experiments  be 
performed  during  the  year.  It  is  impossible  due  to  scheduling  problems 
to  permit  a  double  laboratory  period  one  day  each  week.  This  elimin- 
ates anypossibility  of  performingtwo  short  experiments  in  a  laboratory 
period. 

CHEMISTRY 


The  chemistry  program  presents  for  the  high  school  student  an 
informal,  intimate,  and  practical  picture  of  the  science  of  chemistry 
and  its  numerous  applications  in  our  daily  lives,  regardless  of  his 
utlimate  vocation. 
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The  course  also  offers  a  sound  basis  of  fundamental  principles, 
theories,  and  concepts  so  necessary  to  those  who  elect  a  career  based 
on  science. 

Units  covered  include  structure  of  matter,  water,  salts,  sulphur 
and  sulphur  compounds,  nitrogen  and  nitrogen  compounds,  chemical 
reactions,  chemistry  of  carbon,  and  nuclear  energy. 

BIOLOGY 

Biology  aims  to  give  us  an  accurate  and  consistent  mental  pic- 
ture of  the  natural  world  around  us  and  of  ourselves.  The  knowledge 
which  this  mental  picture  has  given  to  mankind  has  proven  very  help- 
ful in  solving  problems  of  our  natural  surroundings,  and  therefore  has 
had  a  tremendous  effect  on  our  way  of  life. 

The  Biology  department  provides  training  in  understanding  the 
student's  natural  surroundings  and  the  structure  and  functions  of  his 
own  earthly  being.  This  department  also  applies  its  methods  and  train- 
ing   of   students    at   the   high    school    and   college  preparatory  level. 

GENERAL  MATH 

Since  this  is  the  last  formal  study  of  math  that  some  of  the  stu- 
dents will  have,  it  is  a  survey  of  the  practical  applications  of  the 
various  fields  of  mathematics.  This  includes  taxes,  insurance,  budgets, 
algebra  and  geometry.  In  all  cases  we  are  concerned  with  how  a 
knowledge  of  mathematics  can  help  at  home,  on  the  job  and  in  life 
in  general. 

ALGEBRA  1 

Algebra  1  is  offered  to  9th  grade  college  preparatory  students 
and  upper  class  students  who  have  completed  General  Math  and  desire 
further  study  in  mathematics.  Algebra  1  consists  of  numbers,  number 
relations,  sets,  sentences,  formulas,  equations,  linear  equations, 
factoring,  fractions,  powers,  roots,  radicals,  and  quadratic  equations. 

With  a  more  modern  mathematics  that  has  been  introduced  at  the 
Junior  High  level,  the  9th  grade  students  this  year  appear  to  have  a 
basic  knowledge  of  algebraic  fundamentals  which  will  enable  more  ex- 
tensive studies  in  algebra. 

ALGEBRA  II 

Algebra  II  is  the  continuation  of  Algebra  I.  It  includes  numbers, 
set  language  and  notation,  equations  and  inequalities,  special  products 
and  factors,  quadratic  functions,  logarithms,  determinants,  and  the  bi- 
nomial theorem. 
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GEOMETRY 

Geometry  is  offered  to  11th  grade  college  preparatory  students 
as  preparation  for  12th  grade  Advanced  Math  and  the  study  of  college 
mathematics. 

This  year  a  new  Geometry  program  was  started.  A  new  approach 
is  used  in  that  the  geometry  is  expressed  in  the  language  of  sets  and 
more  closely  allied  with  algebra.  This  program  also  covers  solid 
geometry  simultaneously  with  plain  geometry. 

The  course  includes  the  geometric  properties  of  points,  lines 
parallel  and  perpendicular  lines,  polygons,  parallelograms,  prisms, 
circles,  spheres  and  cylinders.  Stressing  such  properties  as  con- 
gruency,  similarity,  areas  and  volumes. 

ADVANCED  MATH 

The  Commission  on  Mathematics  of  College  Entrance  Examin- 
ation along  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  has  suggested  that  the 
content  of  high  school  mathematics  be  broadened.  The  College  En- 
trance Examination  has  been  revised  and  will  be  put  into  use  next 
year. 

To  comply  with  these  recommendations,  the  advanced  math  pro- 
gram has  been  revised.  Since  this  course  is  designed  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  high  school  algebra  and  college  calculus,  it  includes  the 
standard  elements  of  trigonometry,  analytics,  geometry  and  college 
algebra.  The  emphasis  throughout  the  course  is  on  the  analytical 
aspect. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  area  of  Social  Studies  at  Vilas  High  School  consists  of 
six  individual  courses,  namely  Civics,  History  of  Civilization,  United 
States  History,  Economics,  Sociology  and  World  Problems.  All  of 
these  courses  are  important  individually,  but  their  importance  is 
greatly  magnified  when  taken  collectively. 

Civics  introduces  the  student  to  problems  confronting  him  as  he 
readies  himself  for  his  role  in  life.  Family,  Community,  Town,  State, 
National,  and  International  problems  are  introduced  to  promote  in- 
terest and  understanding  in  these  areas. 

History  of  Civilization  traces  the  development  of  Man  and  his 
institutions  from  approximately  one  million  years  ago  to  the  present. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  cultural,  social  and  political  aspects  of  the 
Egyptian,     Mesopotamian,     Greek     and   Roman    Civilizations    before 
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undertaking  the  development  of  National  States  with  Charlemagne  and 
ending  with  the  National  States  as  we  know  them  today. 

United  States  History  is  a  year-long  course  stressing  the 
economic,  political,  social  and  cultural  development.  Familiariz- 
ation with  happenings  of  the  past  promote  greater  understanding  of 
current  affairs.  Thorough  study  of  the  Constitution  gives  the  student 
greater  appreciation  of  the  rights  and  privileges  afforded  him  under 
democratic  government. 

Economics  is  a  nine-weeks  study  of  the  ways  in  which  indivi- 
duals, states  and  nations  go  about  making  their  livelihoods.  Income, 
Production,  Distribution,  Organization  and  Management  of  Business, 
Money,  Banking,  Credit,  Competition,  Monopoly  and  Prices  are  some 
of  the  areas  of  study. 

Sociology,  another  nine-weeks  course,  consists  of  a  study  of 
human  interactions.  Family  and  community  living  is  surveyed  along 
with  such  problems  as  Juvenile  Delinquency,  Divorce,  Adult  Crime, 
and  Narcotics  and  Alcoholism. 

World  Problems  deals  with  such  topics  as  the  Common  Market, 
Latin  American  Relations,  Tax  Structures,  Problems  of  State  and 
Local  Government.  These  topics  are  the  subject  of  brief  but  inten- 
sive periods  of  scrutiny. 

GUIDANCE 

This  year  the  beginning  of  a  formal  guidance  program  is  being 
undertaken.  This  program  calls  for  a  trained  person  performing 
services  for  the  benefit  of  the  student  body,  faculty  and  community. 
These  services  include  occupational  information,  course  selection 
and  scheduling,  information  regarding  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
individual  testing  and  counseling.  Printed  material,  tape  recordings, 
records,  films,  filmstrips  as  well  as  individual  and  group  con- 
ferences   are   extensively  used  in   dispensing  information   desired. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

Courses  offered  in  the  Commercial  Department  are  Typing  1, 
Typing  II,  Personal  Tjrping,  Bookkeeping,  Shorthand  and  Office 
Practice. 

Typing  1  offers  the  student  an  opportunity  to  become  a  skilled 
operator  of  one  of  man's  most  useful  communication  devices — the 
modern  typewriter.  Emphasis  is  on  developing  speed  and  accuracy. 
The  mechanics  of  business  letter  writing  are  covered  in  detail  dur- 
ing the  second  semester. 
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The  format  for  Personal  Typing  is  basically  the  same  as  Typ- 
ing 1,  but  additional  emphasis  is  placed  on  relating  typing  to  the 
individual  needs  of  the  student. 

Typing  II  is  a  continuation  of  first  year  typing.  Actual  practice 
is  given  on  a  wide  range  of  business  forms.  Many  of  the  more  sophis- 
ticated typing  problems  are  included.  Increased  speed  and  accuracy 
are  major  goals. 

In  Bookkeeping,  the  student  learns  the  theory  of  the  double-entry 
system  through  spiral  development.  He  is  taken  through  the  complete 
bookkeeping  cycle  several  times  during  the  course,  each  time  expand- 
ing his  knowledge  of  the  system.  Facsimiles  of  actual  business  forms 
are  used  extensively,  including  a  "practice  set"  which  simulates  all 
the  operations  required  of  a  bookkeeper  on  a  complete  set  of  books. 
The  relationship  of  bookkeeping  to  the  modern  business  community 
is  stressed. 

The  widely  respected  Gregg  system  is  taught  in  Shorthand. 
Theory  is  covered  during  the  first  semester,  but  even  though  early 
emphasis  is  on  a  mastery  of  basic  principles,  brief  forms,  and  phras- 
ing, the  student  experiences  immediate  application  through  reading 
and  writing  shorthand  plates.  Additional  speed  and  accuracy  in  writ- 
ing  and   transcribing   shorthand  notes  is  the  second  semester  goal. 

Office  Practice  is  the  culminating  course  for  all  seniors  who  have 
followed  the  commercial  program  of  study.  A  basic  aim  is  to  maintain 
and  improve  proficiency  in  shorthand  and  typing.  Much  time  is  de- 
voted to  coaching  pupils  on  selecting,  obtaining,  and  keeping  an  office 
position  and  tofurtherpreparingthose  who  wishto  seek  business  train- 
ing on  the  post-secondary  level.  School  publications  and  programs  are 
prepared  in  this  class  and  the  students  gain  valuable  experience  by 
assisting  with  many  of  the  school's  clerical  chores. 

FUTURE  HOMEMAKERS  OF  AMERICA 

The  thirty  members  of  the  Vilas  F.H.A.  and  their  chapter  mother, 
Mrs.  Francis  Wilson,  attended  the  first  district  11  meeting  last  fall  at 
Hillsboro  High  School.  The  girls  have  participated  in  many  projects 
among  which  include:  sponsoring  annual  Christmas  party  and  the  annual 
Vilas  Fair,  remaking  new  draperies  for  the  girl's  room,  selling  cook- 
books, holding  raffles,  giving  baskets  to  needy  families  and  inviting  the 
K.S.C.  juniors  to  a  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  one  big  event  of  the  year  is  the  Mother  and  Daughter  banquet 
which  thispastyear  was  a  good  success.  The  Chapter  is  growing  and  in 
hopes  it  will  continue  to  grow  and  prosper  as  a  worthy  organization. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 

For  the  year  1963-64  there  are  35  junior  high  girls  and  36  senior 
high  girls  enrolled  in  Homemaking,  giving  a  total  of  71,  an  increase  of 
19  from  the  1962-63  enrollment. 

The  junior  high  girls  study  a  variety  of  courses  such  as  Food 
Preservation,  Child  Care,  Personal  Grooming,  Care  of  Room,  Per- 
sonality, Clothing  Selection  and  Construction,  and  Foods,  with  emphasis 
on  breakfasts  and  luncheons.  These  studies  will  give  the  girls  a  back- 
ground for  future  homemaking. 

The  senior  high  girls  are  participants  in  the  courses  of  Family 
Relations,  Child  Care,  Home  Nursing,  Good  Grooming,  Clothing  Selec- 
tion and  Construction,  Meal  Planning  and  Table  Service,  Food  Prepar- 
ation and  Food  Preservation.  In  the  Family  Relations  course,  living 
in  a  family  and  with  a  family  unit  is  the  basic  discussion.  Major 
family  problems  are  considered  and  some  thought  is  given  to  the  future 
in  planning  for  ones  own  family.  The  Freshmen  class  will  make  wool 
suits  for  the  main  clothingproject this  year,  while  the  Sophomore  class 
will  design  a  garment,  make  the  pattern  and  then  construct  the  original 
design. 

A  number  of  field  trips  are  taken  each  year  in  these  classes  in 
order  to  emphasize  various  subject  matter  areas. 

Home  projects  are  important  events  occurring  in  Home  Economics. 
Each   student   selects   four   projects   that   she  wishes  to  accomplish 
during  one  school  year.    These  should  be  chosen  in  a  related  field  of 
study.    Home  visits  are  made  to  the  homes  of  the  students  enrolled  in 
Home  Economics  in  grades  9-12. 

A  much  needed  refrigerator  with  a  separate  freezing  compartment 
was  purchased  this  year.  Freezing  of  foods  can  now  be  taught  along 
with  canning  and  preserving  of  foods.  Three  small  electrical  appli- 
ances (coffee  pot,  portable  mixer,  and  an  iron)  were  purchased  also. 

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE 

The  challenge  of  every  vocational  agriculture  program  should  be 
to  meet  the  needs  of  students  as  they  prepare  for  a  career.  As  the 
agriculture  in  the  community  changes  this  challenge  becomes  more 
important    and    the   course   of   study   must   be   revised  accordingly. 

Our  vocational-agriculture  course  of  study  has  been  revised 
to  place  additional  emphasis  on  related  occupations  which  require  a 
background  in  agriculture  such  as  sales  and  service,  mechanics,  land- 
scaping, greenhouse  management  and  many  others. 
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While  we  expect  some  of  our  students  to  continue  their  interest 
in  farming  we  have  attempted  to  proportion  our  instruction  to  benefit 
a  wider  range  of  student  interests  and  needs  in  agriculture. 

The  Vilas  chapter  of  the  F.F.A.  had  a  very  successful  judging 
trip  to  Durham,  New  Hampshire,  in  which  nine  boys  participated. 
The  team,  comprising  of  Robert  Putnam,  Daniel  Putnam  and  Roy 
Lancey  won  the  livestock  judging  contest  and  will  represent  New 
Hampshire  at  Eastern  States  in  the  fall.  Tom  Moore  placed  third 
in  the  tool  identification  contest.  This  was  a  very  worthwhile  ex- 
perience for  all  those  involved. 

We  hope  to  be  represented  in  the  State  F.F.A.  Parliamentary 
Procedure  contest  and  public  speaking  contest  in  the  spring. 

MUSIC 

The  music  program  furnishes  many  varied  opportunities  for 
the  students  to  have  meaningful  experiences  through  music  by 
singing,    folk   dancing,    playing   instruments,    listening  and  creating. 

Augmenting  our  regular  work  in  the  classroom  during  the  past 
year  the  students  have  attended  a  Woodwind  Clinic  and  a  concert  by 
the  Michigan  Band  at  UNH  and  a  concert  by  the  Baltimore  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  Claremont. 

Six  band  students  auditioned  for  All -State  Music  Festival  this 
year:  Jane  Bascom,  Susan  Holmes  and  Vivian  Putnam.  Flutes:  Ann 
Donnelly,  Clarinet;  Sandra  McPherson,  Bass  Clarinet;  Charles  Batchel- 
der,  Alto  Saxophone.  Results  of  the  auditions  will  be  announced  by 
Feb.  1,  1964  and  accepted  students  will  participate  in  the  All -State 
Band  or  Orchestra  in  Portsmouth  in  April.  Representing  Vilas  this 
year  in  the  All-State  Chorus  will  be  Ann  Donnelly,  Alto,  Steven 
Timpano  and  Charles  Batchelder,  Tenors. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  budding  young  composer  among  our 
students.  Charles  Batchelder  has  composed  a  march  for  the  band 
which  was  performed  at  the  Spring  Concert,  1963  and  a  choral  work 
"The  Shepherds  on  Christmas  Night"  which  was  presented  for  the  first 
time  at  the  Christmas  Concert,  1963  by  the  combined  choruses  of 
Vilas  and  Walpole. 

The  band  provided  music  for  the  Memorial  Day  programs  in 
Langdon,  Acworth  and  Alstead  and  participated  in  the  Bellows  Falls 
Alumni  Day  Parade  in  June  and  the  Alstead  Bi-Centennial  Parade 
in  August. 

Last    May    both   the    Chorus    and    Band   attended  the  All-State 
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Auditions    in    Milford  receiving  commendation  and  offering  the  stu- 
dents a  very  worthwhile  musical  experience. 

Vivian  Putnam,  Susan  Holmes  and  Charles  Batchelder  attended 
the  1963  Summer  Youth  Music  School  at  UNH.  These  students  bring 
back  to  the  rest  of  the  music  groups  much  enthusiasm  for  their  in- 
tensive two  week  music  training. 

ART 

The  aim  of  the  art  program  is  to  give  each  child  some  ex- 
perience in  v/hich  he  can  succeed,  show  growth  in  performance,  in 
appreciation,  and  obtain  a  balanced  education.  It  can  help  children 
become  more  inventive  and  resourceful  so  that  they  will  become 
more  confident  of  their  own  abilities,  and  more  able  to  express  their 
ideas  and  feelings. 

In  the  primary  and  elementary  grades,  particular  effort  is  made 
to  stress  originality  and  simplicity.  The  activities  are  closely  inte- 
grated with  the  children's  personal  experiences  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom.  This  brings  an  awareness  of  color,  space  and  form. 
These  classes  have  art  an  hour  once  every  week,  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays. 

By  the  end  of  the  1963-1964  school  term,  the  junior  high  stu- 
dents will  have  had  drawing  and  painting,  craft-work,  cut-paper. 
Mosaics,  mobiles,  chalk  and  crayon  drawings,  3-D  pictures,  model- 
ing and  art  appreciation.  The  classes  are  also  an  hour  long,  once 
every  week. 

The  senior  high  school  art  is  entirely  elective,  because  of  a 
curriculum  conflict  there  are  a  limited  few  in  the  classes. 

They  have  worked  with  tempera  paints,  crayon  drawings,  chalk 
drawings,  both  representational  and  abstract,  string  pictures  with 
crayon  transfers,  mosaics  and  then  mobiles,  linoleum  block  printing, 
papier mache,  art  appreciation  will  be  added. 

They  painted  4  -  9  ft.  stained  glass  windows  for  the  Christmas 
concert.    The  panels  flanked  the  auditorium  stage. 

St.  Anselm's  College  of  Manchester,  N.H.  has  invited  the  9-12 
grades  to  exhibit  in  their  initial  art  exhibition  of  45  N.H.  high  schools. 
Vilas  High  School  will  send  five  tempera  paintings  and  five  mosaics, 
all  matted  to  the  art  exhibition. 

Vilas  High  School  juniors  and  seniors  have  again  been  offered 
two  prize  awards  by  the  School  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston, 
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Mass.,  in  the  form  of  free  tuition  in  a  survey  course  in  the  studios 
of  the  Museum  School.  They  will  meet  on  seven  Saturday  afternoon 
working  in  the  fields  of  commercial  art  and  design,  drawing  and  graphic 
arts,  painting  and  sculpture,  ceramics,  jewelry  and  silversmithing. 
Only  students  who  have  shown  ability  in  art  plus  unusual  interest  in 
art  activities  will  be  considered. 

The  Art  Department  has  gained  a  still  closet  and  a  cork  bulletin 
board  which  is  located  in  the  Vilas  cafeteria.  Both  the  Alstead  Elemen- 
tary and  Vilas  High  School  have  the  students  art  work  exhibited  and 
it  is  hoped  that  interested  persons  can  find  the  time  to  stop  and  look 
at  the  exhibits. 

The  need  for  an  art  room  is  desperate.  There  are  so  many 
art  projects  such  as  block  printing,  silk  screening  and  sculpturing, 
that  are  by  their  nature,  space  consuming  and  "messy".  The  print- 
ing needs  a  drying  area,  the  sculpturing  requires  a  place  to  set  a- 
side    the    work    without    disassembling    the    media    and    materials. 

The  quality  of  art  has  increased  considerably  in  both  the  Al- 
stead Elementary  and  Vilas  High  Schools,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see 
in  a  year's  time  the  growth  and  development  of  each  individual 
student. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

In  October,  1963,  the  Vilas  Soccer  Team  ended  their  season 
with  three  wins,  seven  losses  and  two  ties. 

The  1962-63  Basketball  season  was  completed  in  good  standings 
of  eleven  wins  and  seven  losses,  which  includes  tournament  games. 
The  Vilas  basketball  team  had  the  honor  of  competing  in  the  quarter- 
finals at  Walpole,  N.  H.  due  to  their  victory  over  Haverhill  at  the 
play-offs.  Then  they  went  on  to  play  Marlboro  at  Walpole  for  the  quar- 
ter finals  and  they  were  defeated  by  one  point. 

The  basketball  players  also  received  new  uniforms.  The  baseball 
team  split  their  season  with  five  wins  and  seven  losses.  The  PTA 
bought  the  Baseball  team  new  uniforms. 

During  the  spring  months  the  Vilas  High  gymnastics  team  put  on 
an  exhibition  of  their  talents  for  the  people  of  Alstead.  This  exhibition 
consisted  of  tumbling,  apparatus  and  tableaux. 

Physical  education  program  for  girls,  grades  7-12,  and  for 
boys  grades  7-8;  (1)  Fall:  Physical  Tcuining,  Fundamentals  of  Soccer, 
Cageball  and  Fundamentals  of  Basketball;  (2)  Winter:  Physical 
Training,  Tumbling,  and  Volleyball;  (3)  Spring:  Physical  Training, 
Softball,  Cageball,  Swimming,  Track  and  Field  Events. 
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Physical  education  program  for  boys,  grades  9-12:  (1)  Fall: 
Physical  Training,  Touch  Football,  and  Tumbling;  (2)  winter:  Physi- 
cal Training,  Tumbling,  and  Volleyball;  and  (3)  Spring:  Physical 
Training,  Cageball,  Track  and  Field  Events. 

Also  the  boys  received  new  gym  uniforms.

2.  To  develop  self-realization. 

3.  To  help  individual  to  become  more  efficient. 

4.  To  bring  about  human  relationships.
